Loxpox, April 22—The Duke of Richmond

Avoumore wanted all papers produced and 
alsoAbe minutes of t!.e conversations uccom- 
pwying the presentation of the British coun- 
terense. The Geneva record it is believed 
would prove hamiliating to the country, aod 
he declared it Was degrading to usk the 
American Government any question as to tue 
propriety of our presenting the counter case. 

Granville repiied that th re ba: been no 
degrading thing dune. He described bis con- 
versation with Schenck, the Awerican Mio- 
ister, as being entirely personal. 

Schenck agreed to ask bis Government its 
views as to the propriety of the presentativn 
by Great Britain of ber counter case aod the 
accompanying documents at Geneva. 

To the above inquiry no answer bas been 
reteived.

COUNTER CASE OF THE UNITED STATES IN THE 
MATTER OF CLAIM. 


Wasnisotox, April 22—The President to- 
day transmitted to the Senate @ copy of the 
counter case of the United States in the mat- 
ter of the claims against Great Briteia pre- 
sented to the Board of Arbitration at Geneva. 
The case starts out with the question from 
the fourth article of the Treaty of Washing- 
ton, providing for the filing of counter cases 
by each party, aad io accordance with which 
the United States filed their counter case 
with additional documents 

The evidence etc. of the United States pre- 
mises by saying that they do not consider it 
within tie province of the document to dis~ 
cuss all the propositions made. The positions 
taken on the contestations uf matters of the 
fact in the Britizh ease, referring to the ori- 
ginal case of the United States for an expres- 
sion of views on these points, and preferring 
te leave their discussion to an argument to 
be prepared by them, aad gubmission, onder 
oral articles of the Treaty, and to such oral 
arguments, if any tri snal may hear, on the 
acts of the Fiorida, Alabama, Sbevaodoab 
and Georgia, aod calls attention to the fact of 
the claims growing out of the acts. 

Other vessels named in the American case 
are regarded as embraced withia the terms 
of the Treaty, and iu fact they are se re- 
garded It must bave been knowa to tke 
British Government before Juint Hig» Com 
missioners were appointed ; and while they 
wish to bear aright, reserving their rights 
and the freedom of their counsel in these re 
spects, they ask the atrestion of the Tribunal 
to some of the main points of difference .be- 
tween the two cases.
